Every grand old man, says the 
Home Journal, seems to have a secret 
of his own. Mr. Gladstone, we be- 
lieve, attributes his longevity to his 
habit of taking a daily walk in all 
weathers and to his giving thirty-two 
bites to every morsel of tood. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes pinned his faith on 
equability of temperature. The late 
Major Knox Holmes swore by the tri- 
cycle, which, in the end, was the cause 
of his death. Dr. P. H. Van der Weyde, 
un American octogenarian, not long 
ago offered himself "as an example of 
the benign influence of the study and 
practice of music." Some aged per- 
sons give the credit of their long- lives 
from abstinence from tobacco, alcohol, 
meat or what not; others to their in- 
dulgence in all these things. One 
old lady, of whom we read not

maintained that single blessedness is 
the real elixir vitae, and she ascribed 
the death of a brother at the tender 
age of 00 to the fact that he had com- 
mitted matrimony in early life. M. 
Ferdinand cle Lesseps believed in horse 
riding. 
Mr. James Payn complains 


that in his boyhood he" "got a little 
bored with too much horse." In a 
letter recently published, M. De Les- 
seps delivered himself on the subject 
as follows: "I shall always be deeply 
grateful to Larine, my riding master, 
who from my earliest years made me 
share his keen passion for horses, and 
I am still convinced that daily horse 
exercise has in a large measure been 
the means of enabling me to reach my 
eighty-fourth year in perfect health."
